G. M. Personett, a lu mber d ealer 
of Fairfield , near 
Brookv ille, 
who 
was in Ru shv ille tod ay , said that it 
wou ld be a month and possibly more 
before

are 
established . 
"Giv e u s a railroad ,” said Mr. Per­ 
sonett, "and we will get ou r head s 
abov e water, with all the help y ou I 
kind neighbors are giv ing 
u s. We are 
greatly hand icapped becau se of the 
cond ition of shipping facilities.”

Personett 
said 
that 
it

d amage that had been d one and the 
agony that had been cau sed u ness 
one saw the place the morning after 
the flood . 
He told of women, with 
infants in their arms, sitting astrid e 
hou setops with their feet in the wa­ 
fer.

Brookv ille tou ched by the flood were 
swept away . 


These are anx iou s hou rs for the 
farmers of Ru sh cou nty . 
The flood 
has pu t them at a d isad v antage that 
is likely to affect them throu ghou t 
tiie su mmer. 
The principal trou ble is that they 
are u nable to break grou nd for their 
oats and corn crops. There has been 
v ery little oats sowed u p to this time. 
The entire crop shou ld hav e been in 
the grou nd two or three weeks ago. 
Ord inarily Ru sh cou nty fa n n e r s 
hav e their breaking 
fo r corn iv ell 
u nd er way by this time. 
This y ear 
there is practically no grou nd broken 
for corn ex cept that which was tu rn­ 
ed ov er last fall, and the amou nt of 
that is small. 
The farmers hav e not been able to 
tu rn a fu rrow for two weeks, and 
that is a most seriou s loss of time at 
this season. 
A little plowing was 
d one along 
abou t 
the mid d le of 
March, bu t since then the grou nd lias 
been so fu ll of water that working 
in it lias been impossible. 
Practically all f a nne r s 
say they 
can not remember a y ear in which 
they were as far behind with their 
spring work as they are this y ear. 
Most of them, thou gh, are keeping 
cheerfu l. 
They say that they hav e 
got late starts many times before, 
bu t alway s managed to grow fair 
crops. They say there is still plenty 
of time to get the grou nd erad y for 
corn, if the rains will stay away , bu t 
feel that it is getting too late to sow 
oats. 
The farmers hav e not been say ing 
mu ch abou t their losses 
from the 
Easter storms and flood , feeling that 
they got off fortu nately as compared 
with many of the people in cities, 
bu t the storm and flood brou ght come 
measu re of loss to many of them. 
Many lost fencing and wood , and a 
consid erable nu mber of liv e stock.

City Under Control of the Militia May 
Have the Entire State Guard of New 
York Quartered Upon It Before the 
Trouble Is Ended — Among Victims 
of Firing of Troops Was a Woman 
Who Was Shot Through the Back. 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 10.—Continuing 
disorder marks the streetcar strike. In 
spite of the urgent requests of Mayor 
Furhmann and the pleadings of the 
chamber of commerce, which repre­ 
sents practically every business and 
professional man in Buffalo, the offi­ 
cers of the International Railway com­ 
pany remain stubborn. 
They refuse 
to abandon efforts to oj>erate cars un­ 
til peace has beeen fully restored and 
to submit to arbitration. As the result 
of this attitude of the company it is 
clearly api>arent that it will be neces­ 
sary to summon additional troops to 
guard the company’s property. 
It is 
expected that 
tile Seventy-first and 
Seventh regiments of New York city 
will be ordered out today and 
Major 
General O’Ryan says if necessary he 
will call the entire state guard, num­ 
bering 18,000 men. 
There are 
3,000 
militiamen now on duty. 
The strikers have offered to return 
to work at once providing company 
will recognize their union and then al­ 
low the other differences to be settled 
by arbitration later. 
Inasmuch as the 
strikers have had decidedly the best of 
the m atter thus far, the authorities 
believe that the company should take 
steps to m eet the men half way. 
The company claimed to have 1,500 
strike breakers ready for duty, and in 
spite of the requests of the city offi­ 
cials yesterday afternoon attem pted to 
move cars on the Main street line. The 
result 
was sim ilar to that of other 
days. 
The mobs attacked the cars, 
drove off the strike breakers and beat 
them. 
The troops charged the 
crowds 
and finally drove them back. 
That 
ended efforts to move cars for a couple 
of hours. 
Later another attem pt was made 
and the result was more serious. 
A 
mob attacked a car near Niagara 
street viaduct and after stones and 
missiles had been hurled the militia 
charged. 
Someone began firing and 
the troops in turn opened fire. 
Mrs. 
Ida Lorich, twenty-five years old, fell 
with a bullet through her back. 
She 
is dying in the Emergency hospital. 
Harold Muna, a schoolboy, was shot 
through the arm. 
Thomas Amesden 
was found bleeding in the street from 
a bayonet wound in the side. 
His 
condition is serious. Others were bay- 
onetted and less seriously hurt. 
In a 
similar riot a few blocks south an un­ 
identified man was stabbed with a 
bayonet in the hands of a soldier and 
terribly wounded. 
After that the company drew the 
few cars back to the barns and made 
no further attem pt to move 
cars.

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Contimied from Page 1 
pressure against it and could 
not 


spread to all the mains of the city, 


consequently was confined only to 
that portion ot the mains. 
Imme­ 


diately tb< mains in that part of the 


city were drained or “blowed out,” 


as is the expression used by the city 


employes. 
Then the water was clear 


and has been ever since. 


“Forty to sixty pounds 
pressure 
forcing water out of the main would 
surely free them from all infected 
water when allowed to flow for five 
or six hours. 
In view of these facts 
it is my opinion that the city water 
is now good for domestic use. 
“As a matter of satisfaction the 
water will be examined by the state 
at once and a 
report 
made. 
This 
opinion of the city water being good 
for domestic use was made without 
the knowledge of the board and is 
mv own private expression, made a f­ 
ter considering all the fa c ts . 
“As a precautionary measure the 
board thinks it advisable to boil the 
water until the state reports on tlie 
same. 
Water from dug 
wells 
and 
driven wells under twenty-five feet 
in depth 
should 
be 
boiled 
many 
months yet. 
“The board wants to take this op­ 
portunity to warn against foul cel­ 
lars, cess pools and vaults and ac­ 
cumulation of filth and slime as it 
has been washed over the city and 
settled in all low places. 
The dust 
and dirt now blowing about is the 
most dangerous we have had because 
it is the washings from the year’s 
accumulated filth. 
The 
warning is 
clean up.” Dr. J. G. Lewis, secretary 
of the city board of health.
